The saying of the late I'resident 
Garfield, that a log with Maik Hop- 
kins at one end and the student al 
the other, was all the college that 
he required, needs fivqiient itera- 
tion in these days when so many 
colleges as|)ire to become universi- 
ties, and so many students itch foi 
the luxurious indolence of the jmr- 
tial cour,se. The fa('t that unversi- 
ties are needed to carry forward in 
departments ."ind sjiecialties Tho.se 
students who hav^^ laid a good 
foundation of general knowledge, 
does not warrant iho conclusitin 
thut every college should became 
a univorsity, nor the equally dan- 
gerous conclusion that every ctillege 
should prepare its students for the 
manifold special courses which the 
enlarged devolo|)ment of the age 
off(>rs to the youth of to-day. It is 
as true now as it (>v<>r was that up- 
on a broad foundation of general 
kiio'wledge any kind of a super- 
structure can be reared. A mind 
that hjus been trained and disci- 
plined by the study of the classic.^ 
and matheuiatics, and by a liberal 
course in Kiiglish literature, his- 
toiy and ]ihysi<'s, is (lualified to re- 
ceive with imiiiedi ite profit and 
make practical use of any special 
course of in.st ruction. Upon the 
other hand, a mind that has been 
narrowed to prepar.ition for a 
special course of study, may deve- 
lop aloi.g the line successfully, or 
may prove unequal tor lack of 
general powtT to gt> beyond a cer- 
tain point, even in its specialty. 
The college has been founded and 
sustained in our country for the 
pui pose of developing menial and 
moral strength, a true and courage- 
ous manhood, as well as to give op- 
portunities for the acquisition of 
knowledge. It never was designed 
to give universal or university (mIh- 
cation, and it can lie ■nuc<'essfal In 
such fundamental departures only 
under certain coiulitious. Wher- 
ever universities exist in this 
country in connection with a col- 
lege, the tendency is to dwarf the 
univei'sity course to the proportion 
of the college curriculum, to lower 
the university standard to the 
school level of the colleges, to 
make both college and univ(>rsity a 
iiiixtiiiH' of academy and college, 
and to send forth students neither 
thorough nor manly. 

We believe heartily in that sy.s- 
tein of education which lays a c<d- 
legiate education upon solid and 
concentrated study, <'hosen for and 
not by the student ; which broad- 
ens in the university course rarttT'r 
I hail in the prev>aratory school ; 
which teaclu^s a few things perfect- 
ly, rather than many things feebly; 
and which prepares a young man 
for life not liy loading him with a 
varitty of knowledge, but t>y train- 
ing him to appropriate and use 
knowledge as he reiiuiresit. The 
true colleges do as this. It sends 
out mental athletes. They may 
not know the rules of every trame, 
but they have strength, agility, 
quickness of pi^rception, endur- 
ance and complete training. Such 
minds require little lime and scant 
opportunity in order to grasp any 
line of practical oi theoixMic know- 
ledge, and they will soon distance 
sjieeiaUsts whose powei-s have boen 
exercised onlv iipcni a narrow 
field. 

\Vc have been led to those re- 
marks by the perusal of the n>cent 
inaugural address of the new pre- 
sident of Hobart College. Pn^si- 
dent Jones is a graduate of Williams 
College, which has beeq preemi- 
ne^itly such Ji <'i>llege as we h.ave de- 
scribed, he has had the advantage 
of stuily and observation in the 
(ieriiijin universities, and he is 
f.iiniliar from jiersonal experience 
with the American university. He 
believes heartily in the value of 
the teacher's per.sonality as one 
gr(>at inflii(>n«e in college training, 
and he holds the opinions which 
we have just set forth. His ad- 
dress coniains a statement of these 
views- which is so plain and for- 
cible as to warrant reproduction 
here. "The so-called university 
as it exists amongst lis is not a uni- 
versity, strictly speaking, it is a 
compound of colleg<> and univer- 
sity. Many colleges add univer- 
sity features to their traditional 
curriculum They are neither one 
thing nor the other; but in the fu- 



ture it will not be Sft. The univer- 
sity will cimfine it.self to jMisf-gra- 
duate work, and the colleg<'s will 
devote themselves to disciplinary 
education; to training cultured 
men, leaving to the nnivei-sities 
their proper work of training 
specialists and scholars. The 
work of the college no other 
agency can do, and it is woik su- 
premely worth the doing. For this 
])ersuasion Bowdoin and Williams 
and Hamilton and Hobart stand to- 
day. They are no universities and 
cannot become such, they do not 
pretend to take all the knowledge 
for their province, but they do 
claim that they can train rounded 
men, in \v;hom the gentleman, the 
stiidint, the citizen and the Chris 
tiaii come to co-equal harmonious 
development. 1 am happy to stand 
at the head of a typical Americjin 
college, because the traditional 
college will be in ihe future as in 
the past, a mighty force and factor 
n the nation's life. 

"Hut some of you say 'The 
academic drift is all the other way. 
The university grows, the college 
dwindles. It is well for you to 
magnify your charge and ofTice, 
but it would be folly for us to 
blind our eyes to patent facts.' 1 
will not ask you accept my dictum, 
hut I confidently assert that it is 
the opinion of the most highly 
qualifi.,>d edueatois that the vast 
academic liord<> comjxxsed of many 
hundred students without adequate 
scholastic supervision, without so- 
cial coherence, or unified moral 
consciousne.sss, call tln> horde col- 
lege, or university, or what you 
will, has broken flown as an ef- 
ficient educational instrument. 
Succeed as it may in instruction, 
in education it has failed. There 
are many indications that the next 
step in aca»iemic progress will be 
the sub-division of the great uni- 
versities inio colleges of the Eng- 
ILsh type. The heterogeneous mass 
of students will be divided into 
grou[)s socially and academically 
harmonious. The small college is 
about to reimpose its charaeteris- 
tics upon the larger institutions. 
The academic family is ab<uit to 
triumph over the academic horde. 

"The universities of O.xford and 
Cambridge are possible by rea.s(ui 
of tlie compression of millions of 
people into an area equal to that 
of the State of Minnesota. Eng- 
land has one predominant metro- 
polis and centre. To London all the 
currents of English life titmd. 
Oxford and Cambridge are the 
academic adjuncts of the meti-ojio- 
lis. The English univer.sity with 
its lovely <'olleges is the protluct of 
a social centralization and a com- 
pression of population which this 
country will never reach. Our 
geographical exteiision bars the 
way. We have many equal 
ccntivs. New Vt>rk, Chicago, San 
Francisco and New Orleans may 
serve to mark their separation. 
Our vast intercontinental spaces 
forbid the growth of a few great 
institutions for purely collegiate in- 
struction. The conditions of dis- 
tance and expen.se of travel must 
be regartled. The university, 
strictly speaking, that is, an insti- 
tution for post-graduate work 
alone, will be developed at the 
great centres, but the local college 
ministering to its own district is a 
necessity fundamental to our na- 
tional culture. It is a courtesy of 
our geographical extension. The 
true universities, the training 
schools of specialists, need not be 
many, but if this is to l)e a nation 
of cultivated and rounded men, 
the college must be found every- 
where, from Maine to On>gon, fi»m 
Minnesota to Texas. The English 
plair for all its gracious beauty is 
not adapted to a continent. The 
preservation of our institutions d<»- 
mands that the college bring its 
humanistic di-scijiline to the very 
doors of those who nenvl and crave 
it." 

These are wonls of wisdom fi-om 
a thoughtful and mature educator, 
who Ims just assumed important 
responsibilities, ami they an^ 
worthy to be pondered iiy the 
friends .•in<i patrons of collegiate 
and univei'silv edii('!ili<>ii in the 
United States

"I'll cut your heart out ! 

"Come back here."' 

Nearly all his expreaions consist 
of simple sentences .inii ,nf r\ 
elamations. 

All of his acquaintances tease 
him a goodnatured way, and every 
one, white or black, in"i)8ssing, pin- 
ches him, slaps him, grabs and runs 
with some of his possessioiis, or 
otherwi.se meedles with him. Ben 
is kind-hearted, and althought he 
sometimes act (ijs if he is going to 
carve somebody to piece with the 
knife always open and in his hand, 
he invariably stops and laughs ju.st 
in time to keep from doing harm. 
He evi<lently is annoyed by the 
rough manner in whieh some of his 
friends play, and it is thought that 
being .so ajixious to express himself 
he learned his limited language 
from seeing people work their U^w. 

This idea is well founded, be- 
cause Hen sometimes, while wildly 
gcstii-ulating, is talking in such a 
low tone that his words couldn't be 
distinguished three feet away, 
showing: that hi' doesn't km'w 
how he uses his voice. 

But another tqnally remaikable 
and inexplicable acc<miplishment 
of the negro, who by-the-way 
would impress a sfrnnger as being 
a })alsied half-wat, is that he can 
read. At his little stand in front 
of the Hrown house jdiarmacy he 
may be seen almost any morning 
with a Telegraph before his ej'es, 
and while he can't begin to say all 
the wonls he sees, yet he in various 
ways shows that he understands 
what he reads. When he strikes 
anything aliout people whom he 
know.s. he will run to some of the 
merchants near by and show the 
articles to them," laughing gl.c 
fully all (he while. 

Ben is pi-onounced a pmdigy I > 
all tvho know him and his ease at- 
tl•act^s no little attention among 
jieople who stmly such matters. 
He has a most pccular eye of deep 
blue, and can turu it .so as to com- 
pletely hide the pupil leaving but 
the hideous white and rtKl exposed.

commodate every afHicted pupil in the 
State who will knock at tint doors for ad- 
inlHsion. 

While the health of the pupils g(!nerally 
was very good, yet the hand of death visit- 
ed iiH and tf)ok away Mr, Amos Holler, the 
rorenian of our shoe-shop, and Mr. DeLong, 
the tea<;her of tlie High (;ias». Both of 
tliese gentlemen were earnest and faitliful 
ifi their work, and their loss will long 1« 
felt. 

After visiting nnany institutions in tlie 
North. I am fully convinced that there are a 
few pupils in every school who have such 
aptitude for H|M«',<;h that they should l« 
taught by the oral plan, and with this in 
view an articulation class will be added to 
the school next session. 

I want all the Isjys who shave to come 
prepared with ra'/Air and strap to shavi 
themselves, for this is an ago tliat demands 
that all of us sliouM help ourselves and be 
independent and self-reliant, and in addi- 
tion to the industries which we have I hojie 
to add a cooking school and housivcleanlng 
school for the girls, that they will be able 
after they leave school to direct their ser-_ 
vants or do the work themselves.

The name "Institution" is a confusing 
one to many of the most intelligent peopli 
of our Ktite, and is Dot un.ierstoorl by 
jMfopie generally. 1 often have applications 
from intfdligeiit gentlemen to ailmit into 
the 'School some old or enfeebled person Ixs- 
cause he can't make a living at home. A 
gentleman in Winchester asked me to 
aflult a drunkard that 1 might reform him. 
Our school is neither a hospitjil, nor 
a reformaUjry priiKin, imt is only a scUool 
for the education of those who are too deaf 
or too 1/lind to learu at the common 
schools.

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and the American and State constitutions 
make no discriminations against us— 
though unscrupulous politicians oftlmes 
endeavor Ui deny us our rights. We claim 
to have a better knowledge of wliat is for 
the betterment of our class, and having 
such knowledge and tieing citizens and sup- 
porters of the general government, we de- 
mand that our views be given a just con- 
sideration in proportion, and our public 
needs attended to. 

While pressing uimn our lawmakers the 
crying needs of more facilities for the edu- 
cation of the deaf and the blind, we should 
endeavor also to inijiresH upon them the 
folly of making adilitioiml apjiropriiittons 
for buildings to the present institution at 
Staunton. The twenty or thirty acres of 
land surrounding the school there are to- 
tally insunicient, and the last of the land 
imniediatxily adjoining is wholly unsuit- 
able for purr,>os<!S to which it should be ad- 
apted. The city of Staunton is also rapidly 
encroacliing upon the school, when at no 
distant day the present liiiildlngM will stand 
in the very midst of a floiirishingi^ity. 'I'lie 
present buildings are admirably adaiiteil to 
the use of the lijind pupils. They all read! 
ly go over them without any assistance 
what.<Tver Within a few years the whole 
establishment could lie filled with bliiiil 
tiupils. The deaf, on the other hand, would 
Isj very disastrously crowded if they were 
retaineri in the present buildings, anil all 
things are against more buildings upon 
that plotoflanil. With a farm of three or 
five hundred acres and with from two lo 
three hundred deaf-mute pupils in attend- 
ance, many of wliojii woulil jirefer instruc- 
tion that would be of assistance to them af- 
ter leaving Hchwil. as tlirei-foiirths of them 
are children of farmers, many tliousanil 
dollars would be saved to the iState in the 
way of produi'.e, etc. 

It is my opinion, and I am notalone in 
this opinion, that a new institution for 
deaf-mutes would be far more lulvisafile, 
all things considered, than one for tlie 
blind. Hy looking over the ground careful- 
ly it will soon be seen by any man that the 
most deaf children come from the Kastern 
Shore and the Southwest portion of the 
State, It would, therefore, behoove the 
State to locate the school midway between 
these two portions. However, themiestlon 
of location should not, be considereif until it 
has been finally decided to establitih a new 
school for either of the two classes. 

Years ago," when educational affairs in 
the country were in their infancy, and free 
government was struggling for a firm foot- 
ing, it was to advantage to confine the two 
classes -the deaf and the blind-to same 
educational institutions. Hut what would 
our fortiin/U'e hearing ami vision-gifted 
firethren think; if school iKmrds and trus- 
tees should now decide toplace their schools 
upon the footing where they were fifty 
years ago ? It is unnecessary aiid'would lie 
exceedingly ridiculous for a man to claim 
to-day that the present ami up-to-date ni(!- 
thods of educating the two classes have any 
interest or harmony one in tlie othiir. 
There is absolutely nothing In common be- 
tween the (leaf and the blind, except that 
they are both afflicted. Their respective 
methods of cwliicatioii are totally (jiflferent. 
The deaf rely solely upon vision lo receive 
their education; wliile the blind rely solely 
upon their ear. The methods are' just as 
different as the methods of a classical from 
a technical school. There is a great and 
deep gulf between the two classes, and inti- 
mate association between them is neithi^r 
niofltalile nor pleasant to either class. 
Why Virginia should cling to this anti- 
riuated and irrational plan of an unnatural 
union is beyond comprehension. 

Besides these three hundred white cl il- 
dien struggling along under lieavy afTlic- 
tions there are found to 1h' over one hun- 
dred colored children similarly afTllct(Ml 
and with no provision whatever for being 
educated. 

As citlWMisof Virginia, educated and en- 
joying the manifold bles-lngs of a free 
government and an iiidejiendent life, wo, 
who are in a position to know, owe it to our 
sadly afTlicled tirethren, to humanity, and, 
above all to our (iOI), to leave nothing un- 
done, to ii'Vrr become weary until we have 
s«'en our efforts in behalf of a class which a 
kinil I'rovidence has seen fit to jilace under 
the ban of aflliction, enjoying as we now 
enjoy the most priceless thing in this life 
ami the most desirable gift— AN KUUCA- 
TION. 

|[ It Was at all necessary, it would be 
within the bounds of all reasonableness tn 
abandon anil curtail all .State uppropria- 
tioiis for public im|irovements until there 
hiiH been provided iiliiindiint room for every 
deaf-mute and blind child knoctlt ing at the 
door for an education. But it is not neces- 
sary. Why, then, shall Virginia be so 
tardy 'f 

r re<;ommend to your careful considera- 
tion the revision of several laws now em- 
bmlied In our constitution. The name of 
the Assf)ciatlon, I believe, can now to ad- 
vantage is- changed, making this body a 
truly alumni association. In niy humble 
opinion f believe you should create a stand- 
ing legislative conimltlee, whos«i iliities II 
shall w to present all matters comuirning 
our class to tlie legislature in short, to be 
a kind of lookout committee attending lo 
the iiee<ls of everything affecting the class.

?iroprlatlon of a siifTlclent sum of money 
roni the funds of the asHoclation for the 
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Statti, I would als'i recommend the ap- 
pointment of a oommittee, of the endorse- 
• ilutlon. reouesting the Stnt" 

' of T'libllc Instruction to 
II every one of the text books 
in must general iisi' In the public schools of 
the State a cut of the single-hand alphabet 
In conclusion, I cannot forbear congratu- 
lating you as members of the Assiiciiitioii, 
andf iii'ireovcr, I congnitiilat,e Hie people of 
the State of Virginia upon the good results 
which have followed the actions of tlie pre- 
Mciit new Board of Directors o' the Deaf, 
Dumb and Blind Institution iit Stiiiiiiton. 
We should encourage them in all legltlniaU' 
ways and impress upon theai our unlimited 
confidence and good will. 

The day Is not far distant, let us hope, 
when as citizens of this State, we siiitll be 
able to make known Ui our brethren In af- 
fliction In other States that our peoph^ 
grant us, and never ((uestlon the advisablll 
ty of any reasonalile recommendations we 
mnv make for advantage of our class In the 
Htat,«.

" A death at the Western State 
Hospital emphasizes forcibly a sad 
chapter in human life as well as 
the griiat good done by those two 
charitable Institutions of Virginia, 
the Deaf and Dumb and Blind In- 
stitution and the Western State 
hoMi»ilal. This was the death of a 
female [)atient who entered the 
Hospital in 1851, having been in 
that institution 47 years. Her 
name was Virginia Oliver. In 
addition to her great mental 
disease and aflliction she was deaf 
and dumb, and was sent the Deaf, 
Dnndi and Mlind Institution to the 
hospital, Her number was 771. 
All trace of friends and relatives 
was long since lost, and the poor 
woman was dependent for these 
many years im the charity of the 
Slate, extended through those two 
institutions, for her existence. 
WhetJier in a ))erson of her coiiili- 
lion therii could by any possibility 
l)(* one ray of happiness in all these 
long years, despite the best of (-are 
ami att^'ution, will remain forever 
onthis<>arth »i sea l<^<l mystery. It 
was evident that at times she was 
a, great sullerer. Pain ismorepo- 
tiont in exihibiting itself than plea- 
sure. Hardly a more undesirable 
com bi nation of disast«>rs can be 
imagined than to a<ld muteness and 
dt^afness to an insane mind, and it 
is a woncb'r that any one so afflict- 
ed could exist so long. 

" Inquiry at tin* Deaf, Dumb and 
IJiind Institution yesterday failed 
lo disciiver any inmate by the 
name of Oliver, although the re- 
cords of the institution were kindly 
gone over twice back to distant 
years. However, h<'r papers of ad- 
mission to the hos])ital shows that 
she came from the D »,af Dumb 
and lilind Institution."

It is not often that a correspon- 
dent has a death to record in two 
successive i.ssues, and much loss so 
when the deceased in both cases 
bear relationship to each other.

Mrs. Stevenson's illness first 
develoiied itself about a jear ago 
by jijiins in the foft which came at 
short intervals and increased in 
severity as lime bore on. Not. 
much notice was taken of them for 
a while, not susjieeting anything 
worse than rheumatic i)ains. 
However, (hey grew from bad to 
wors(>. In (ime she could only u.se 
her feet a little and later on they 
became useless. This was about last 
spring when she took (o bed. Her 
sickness was then diagnosed to be 
paralysis of (he muscles. Itsgrowth 
colli inned from day to day caus- 
ing (he i)atient fretiuent painful 
spells. One can hardly imagine 
the sufTtM-injiT she endured. She 
was helpless. Her daughter, who 
is a trained nurse, a( (ended (o h(>r 
faidifully to the last. Mrs. Rocap, 
with ^vhoni she had been living for 
a long time, gav<* her every coni- 
foi( jxissible, and Mrs. M. .1. Syle 
and olhers assisttnl by their atten- 
dance on her. But, though she 
bore her sufT(>rings with remark- 
able j)atience, she could only lind 
n>li(>f in d<>ath which finally came 
on (he af(ernoon of (he -ibove djite, 
at about 2::U) o'clock. It came 
peacefully, too. 

Her funeral took place this Mon- 
day afternoon, at 2 o'(!lock, from 
1422 Cambridge Street. Rev. Geo. 
A. Ijatimer, of the City P. E. Mis- 
sion, ()niciaf,<HL while Mr. F. C.

She w.is born in New York City, 
at what is now the corner of .*>th 
Avenue ami h')(h Street. She, like 
her late husband, who died ten 
years ago, was of- English and 
Dutch stock, some of their ances- 
tors coming over in the Mayflower. 
She was a w-uman of clear antl 
strong mind to the la.st day; of fine 
ch.aracter ; slie made hosts of fritMids 
and was always ready to rosj*ond to 
ai)|>eals for charity. 

She was an intcnvsting aii<l ex- 
cellent conversationalist and ag ood 
listener Conversant with all the 
current topics of the day — litera- 
ture, politics, etc. — brightly int<dli- 
gent and full of anecdotes, and 
with a keen sense of humor, slu' 
was a delightful companion, and 
her jileasant smile and genial langh 
are good to remember. 

In one of her reniinist>ent veins, 
she related that she was a neigh - 
l)or and playmate of Elizabeth R. 
Budd. now (he wife of Rev. 
Dr. Thomas Gallaudet; she was 
then a lovely little girl, whose 
sweet young face, she said, liore an 
expression of sadness and jmthos 
that seemed to indicate that she 
realized her aftliction. She remem- 
Itered the sadness of her parents at 
parting with their little daughter 
when she w.-is sent to the school for 
tin* deaf. Then she would .sp«>ak 
of Mrs. (Tallaudet as she nMnember- 
ed her, when a young lady, jiKst 
budding into womanhoo<l, beauti- 
ful and attractive. Again she re- 
called the occasion of her marriage

IT MAY SOME DAY KEEP YOU FROM 
DROWNING. 



The human body weighs a pound 
in the water, and a single chair 
will carry two grown persons — that 
is, it will kee|) the head above 
water, which is all that ne(!essary 
when it is a question of life or 
death. 

One finger placed upon a stood 
or chair, or a small box or piece of 
board, will keep the head above 
water, while two feet and the other 
hand may be used as paddles to 
propel the body toward the shore. 
It is not at all necessary to know 
how to Hwim to k«!ep from drown- 
ing. A little experience of the 
buoyant power of the water, and 
faith in it, is all that ia required. 

We have seen a small boy, who 
could not swim a stroke, pro[M'l 
himself bav'k and forth across a 
wide, deep pond, by means of a 
board that would not sustain five 
pounds weight. 

Children and all others should 
have practice in the sustianing 
power of water. In nine cases out 
of ten knowledge that what will 
sui)port a pound weight is all that 
is necessary to keep one's hoa<l 
above the water, will serve better 
emergenciea than the greatest ex- 
pertness as a swimmer. 

A person unfamiliar with the 
buoyant power of water will na- 
turally try to climb to the top of 
the floating object ou which he 
trlea to save himself. It is a large 
enough that is all right. But gen- 
erally it is not larg<! enough, and 
half a si niggling group is often 
drowned in the desiierate scramble 
of a life and death struggle to 
climb on top of a pi(!ce of wreck 
or other floating object, not half 
large enough to keep them all eii- 
tindy above water. 

Tliia often hajipens wh<!n [ilea- 
sure boats capsize. All immediate- 
ly want to get out of the water on 
top of the overturned or half-filled 
boat, and all ai-o drowned except 
those whom the wrecked craft will 
wholly bear up. If they would 
sinifily trust the wat.«ir to sustain 
ninety-nine hundredths of the 
weight of their bodies and the 
disabled boat the other hundredth, 
they might be saved under most 
circumstances. 

An overturned or half-filled 
boat will sustain more people in 
this way than it will carry. It 
would keep the hcuids of as many 
people above water as could gets 
their hands on the gunwale. 

Thefe are slm|)lcfaets, easily 
learned, and may some day save 
your life. — Golden Days.
